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RICH PRIZE FOR J .R. KEENE. 

PETER PAN WINS BELMONT STAKES 
AND ITS GOLD PLATE. 

Superman Finishes Second— T. S. Martin 
Beats Good and Plenty for Whitney 
Memorial — Big Holiday Crowd. 



New York. May 30. — Between 45,000 and 50,000 
persons saw James Ft. Keene's Peter Pan win tlie 
rich Belmont Stakes, with Superman, his stable 
mate, in second place and Frank Bill third. It was 
a real Decoration Pay crowd that attended Belmont 
Park and the victory was a thoroughly popular one, 
the Keene pair being held favorite in the betting. 
Frank Bill was the only one conceded a serious 
* 'bailee to lieat the Keene entry and he was at all 
simes a well backed second choice. Paumonnk and 
Hickory both hud some following, but neither at- 
tracted npicb support. 

It was tlie intention of Jimmy llowe when he sent 
out both Peter Pan and Superman that the first 
named would make pace for tlie Brooklyn Handicap 
winner. It was no secret that the stable expected 
Sii|terman to be first at the end. Mountain, who had 
the leg up on Peter Pan, went into the lead at the 
rise of the barrier and it was right there that 
Not ter made his mistake with Frank Gill, lie sent 
tlie McGinnis colt after this fast leader when there 
is no doubt but that he would have shown to liettcr 
advantage had lie been rated. 

Peter Pan appeared to line at the head of tlie 
long stretch and at that stage it appeared as though 
Frank Gill would surely win. lie was coining game- 
ly under Xotter’s drive ami fin - an instant lie headed 
the Commando colt. It was only for a few strides, 
Though, until Peter Pan came on again with another 
tine burst of speed. At the same time Superman 
made his move on the outside. As he moved up he 
struck Frank Gill and there was decided interfer- 
ence. All through the last furlong Peter Pan anil 
Superman held Frank Gill perfectly safe, while the 
other two starters, Patimonok and Hickory, were 
well beaten, though in the early racing Hickory had 
gone along very fast. At the end Peter Pan had a 
margin of one length, while Superman was live 
lengths before Frank Gill. 

After the race the time of 2:15? was hung out. 
which established a new record for the distance. 
Later it was discovered that Timer Barretto had 
Htopped his watch at the stand, whereas the Bel- 
mont finish is several yards further down the 
stretch. For that reason there was no official time 
for tlie running. 

There was an unlocked for upset in the running 
of the Whitney Memorial Steeplechase when GimmI 
and Plenty, the top-heavy favorite, could only finish 
second to T. S. Martin. This same fimr-y ear-old 
met Good and Plenty in the running of tlie Kuipire 
Stale Steeplechase at Gravesend and on that occa- 
sion lie was badly ! tea ten. In tlie Umpire State, 
Dupee had attempted to plait* him. while today he 
sent him to the front and made the pace from the 
(lag tali. Good and Plenty went into second place 
mi the second turn of tin* course, hut ho never 
threatened the ltaincy four-year-old. Four jumps 
from the finish and w*hilc Bay was driving the 
favorite in an effort to eateli the leader, his horse 
made a very bad landing and lost several lengths. 
Tills accident, though, could have had no effect on 
the result, as T. S. Martin was going away all 
through the last half mile. Good and Plenty 
easily saved second place from Agent. Grandpa, 
while racing fast, came to grief in the hack field 
in the first time around when he went down at the 
Liverpool. 

The Amateur Cup. another feature of the holi- 
day, was won by Master of Craft, with Mr. Court- 
laud Smith in the saddle. Barney Schreiber’s Jack 
Atkiu took the Claremont Handicap at a liberal 
price from such good ones as Charles Kdward and 
Suffrage. Laughing Eyes was another long shot 
winner. 

The long established Ladies’ Stakes is the maiu 
feature of tomorrow's card and with such fast ones 
as Caltoebon. Kiauiesba, Lord I.ovat; Marbles, Joe 
Ncalon. Scallop; Tokalon, Ironsides, Welbourae; 
Court Dress, Adorn I ion. Yaukee Girl; Chief Hayes. 
Hobador, Topsy Kobinaou; Grimaldi, Miniota and 
Marster among the entries to tlie various races 
patrons of the track will have high class racing to 
consider. 

FRONTENAC’S UNCOMMON RECORD.

LIGHT WOOL AND HAUGHTY SET NEW 
TRACK RECORDS. 

Dead Heat for Second Place in the Feature 
Race — Much Rough Riding — Alvey 
Signs Jockey Austin. 



Louisville, Ky., May 30. — Spirited contests and 
fast time characterized the racing at Churchill 
Downs this afternoon. There was no stake fixture, 
hut Secretary Lyman Davis had prewired an excep- 
tionally good card and it served to attract a large 
half-holiday crowd. Track records were lowered in 
two instances and one of these new marks was 
equaled immediately after its establishment. The 
first track record to go was Lieutenant Gibson's 
mark of 1:54 for one mile and an eighth, made in 
1900. Tliis Light Wool reduced to 1:53 in the 
third race. Haughty, in the next race, took o half 
second from the previous track record, by riinniug 
five furlongs in 1:00. R. C. Rann then tied this 
mark in the fifth race. 

The feature race at a mile and an eighth served 
as a preliminary to tlie Latonia Derby, and it 
brought together a much bettor field than eontesli**! 
in the Kentucky Derby. Light Wool, the winner, 
had an easy time of it throughout, chiefly because 
jockey Lee at the start took the colt from an outer 
position to tlie inner rail, thereby securing a clear 
lead, hut impeding several others. Light Wool 
showed a high flight of speed throughout and won as 
his rider pleased. In the final drive Bottles and 
Miss Alert were driven desperately, hut neither 
could gain an advantage and they reached the finish 
on even terms. The judges made it a dead heat 
between them for second place. Behind this trio 
came Redgauntlet, Old Honesty and Mike Sutton, 
all prospective starters in the Latonia Derby, which 
is to be run June 10. Wing Ting, which was tlie 
eholee, had a rough trip, and in addition she tried 
to run out on tlie first turn. Site can do much liettcr. 
Victoria It., a Kentucky Oaks candidate, was the 
chief sufferer iw the interference at the start aud 
will show improvement. 

The victory of Moonlight Murphy in the second 
race at 75 to 1 was brought about by Swain’s rough 
riding, lint a claim of foul lodged by Little George’s 
rider was not allowed. The “cowboys” held full 
sway in the fifth race and were instrumental in 
causing Soprano's defeat. Aleneon was also a suf- 
ferer by tin* crowding soon after the start. Neither 
had a chance after going a furlong. 

Moquette's poor showing in the fifth race was the 
subject of much comment. In tlie closing race Red- 
wood II.. extensively supported, scored a lucky vic- 
tory over Demo. The latter was much the l*est, 
but Skirviu was of little aid to him when it came 
to a hard drive.

Brimmer was hacked for a good thing, but ran green 
and was taken slightly wide, which partially ac- 
counted for his defeat. 

Jockey Lee was lectured by the judges alter tlie 
running of the third race for having cut off the 
others with Light Wool. Jockey I>. Austin lias 
signed a contract to ride for Ed. Alvey. W. Murray 
passed through Louisville enroute for Hamilton, 
where lie will do the starting. After that meet- 
ing he will go to Butte.

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NO MORE PLUNGING FOR WILLIAMS. 

President of the New California Jockey Club 
Has Not Made a Wager for Years. 

“It is many years since the yellow and black of 
Thomas H. Williams lias been seen on eastern 
tracks, saxs the San Francisco Chronicle. “In 
the late eighties and early nineties tlie colors of 
Tom Williams were familiar to the patrons of 
racing around New York and Chicago. The Cali- 
fornian had the pick of the Palo Alto horses, with 
the except ion of one year, when the late L. J. Rose 
secured Fairy, Nomad and several other cracks. 
Racine ran in the eulors of the California Joekey 
Club president when lie beat the mile record 
over the Washington Park track, reducing the long- 
standing record of the famous Ten Broeck. An- 
other stake winner campaigned hy Tout Williams 
was Flirtation, an extremely fast filly in her two- 
year-old form.” 

“It was as a matchmaker that Williams gained 
fame. He won no end of mat eh races. The major- 
ity of the horsemen tailored under the impression 
that he made a big mistake when he matched Rin- 
fax against Geraldine. The mare had a tremen- 
dous following and was regarded as nigh Invincible

IN DEFENSE OF KOERNER. 

Following tin* defeat of Prince Hamburg by Ale- 
t lieuo in tlie opening race at Belmont -Park Mon- 
day, tlie integrity of jockey Koerner was ques 
Honed hy a writer on one of tlie New York papers. 
This man was taken to task for his utterances by 
so many reputable turfmen ttiat tlie following morn- 
ing lie made tlie amende honorable hy publishing 
tlie statements of these turfmen, one of which 
was as follows: 

“I have known Koerner ever since lie was an ex- 
ercise boy and would lie willing to stake my lift- 
on Ids Integrity. It is true Mint lie frequently gets 
away from tlie post in a had position, lint I think 
that can lie attributed to the fact hat lie lias 
been accustomed to starting from a walk, the sys- 
tem in us*, in California, out there, where tlie Imy 
first learned to ride and where lie r.sle all last 
winter. Hie riders are not required to come to a 
stand, as they are here, and Koerner doesn't seem 
to caleli onto this system, lint put him down as a 
dead square boy and you will have him right.” 

It is further stated that Prince Hamburg lias, in 
addition to two or three ringisHies, shelly hoofs and 
it is necessary to race him in bar plates. Since 
the track was muddy Monday these plates may 
have had a retarding eff.-ct <>n tin- horse.
